' Ottawa, Jan. 29. — (CUP) — The 
present political situation in Can- 
ada, and the speculation as to what 
will happen at the prorogation ot 
the House ot Commons at the end 
of the month, has rather obscured 
an interesting situation when the 
Board o( Governors oi the Cana> 
dian Broadcastlns Corporation 
meets on January 29. 

The only part of the agenda of 
the meeting which has been made 
public is the problem of what to do 
with religious' broadcasts on Sun- 
days when commercial programs 
want to move in at the same hour 
Church services in the evening 
have an unfortunate habit of co- 
inciding with the best hours for 
commercial radio features, and the 
whole matter has been brought to 
a head by the conllict between Kate 
Smith and. St. Stephens Chu^h, 
Toronto, both of which want to 
use the same time over a commer- 
cial station in that city. The church 
has been in possession o( the time 
for many years, and possession is 
nine points of the law; the threat 
to remove the Sunday evening ser- 
vice of St. Stephens Church' has met 
with vociferous prote'sls from the 
National Religious Advisory Coun- 
cil of the CBC. 

Now the CBC might make time 
for Kate Smith, but her American 
net-work in Toronto should be the 
logical carrier of her show: and 
anyway, the CBC in Toronto at that 
hour» is pretty well tied up with 
commercial sjuif anyway. 

Religion is a. delicate subject to 
handle, as, the C.B.C already knows, 
and a still more deliqate ° one to 
brush off. The N.R.A.C. Is now 
realizing that more and more of 
its "sustaining" Sunday services are 
being eased out fcr commercial 
programs which pay so much bet- 
ter. ; 

And that is not all: the C.B.C. 
came in for a barrage from the 
■Winnipeg Free Press (which gen- 
erally support! the government and 
its agencies), attacking it on its 
monopolistic altitude, its inctti- 
cicncy because it does .not have to 
face competition,' and its attitude 
towards the public— that what ii 
decides the public should like, the 
public must. like. The positive sug- 
gestions were Just as far-reaching. 
The C.B.C., the Free Press said, 
should be a regulatory body, in 
terested chiefly in seeing that the 
air waves are used to the benefit 
ot all Canadians as the. Transport 
Conunission iMlices Canadian trans 
portatian. 

What happens next week will be 
interesting, and will affect the fu- 
ture ot broadcasting in Canada,

Dr. Jerome Davis 
Outlines Trends 
Of Russian Life

"The key to understanding Rus- 
sia is to understand ourselves," 
stated Dr. Jerome Davis in an ad- 
dress last night at The People's 
Forum. The subject of his talk was 
"What About Russlà Now?" ■ 

Dr. Davis is well-qtialified to 
discuss this topic having spent con- 
siderable time in Russia during the 
Tsarist regime and during the Oc- 
tober revolution. Since 1043 he has 
travelled throughout the ' U.S.S.R. 
and has thus had the opportunity 
ot truly seeing the Russian way of 
lite. Because ot his earlier travels 
Dr. Davis was able to present a 
contrast between the life of the 
people today and that of 25 years 
ago. He stressed the fact that in 
this period of time the lite of the 
peasant and the worker had been 
greatly, improved. On the collective 
farms there arc clubs, kindergart- 
ens, fchoolf, a medical point where 
all are properly cared for., The 
workers arc paid according to the 
amount ot work they do on the 
farm- but all are- housed and fed. 

The educational system has made 
it possible for any child to receive 
an education and to study for the 
vocation for which he is particular- 
ly suited. During thl> time the stu-

Industrialization 



McGill Graduate 
Seeks Building Supplies 
For Plant Erection . 



Extensive plans for post-war in- 
dustrialization of Iceland were 
made known by Johannes Bjam- 
son, a recent graduate of chemical 
engineering at McGill. 

During the past few years, he ex- 
plained, Iceland had prospered 
considerably and had now the capi- 
tal to develop her resources. In ad- 
dition Inflation had set in,' wages 
were high «nd- employers, were 
seeking ' all labor-saving devices 
procurable. Another 'contributing 
factor to the coming industriaiiza- 
tlon ot the country was that de- 
mand had grown for th^ mechan- 
ized producta brought in by the 
American Army of occupation which 
were formerly unknown there. 

Plans were now being laid, h« 
added, for the erection of a large 
number of . power plants . . . 
enough to give the whole popula- 
tion of Iceland access to el(Mtrlcity. 

.A large number ot fishing plants 
were also being planned, for fhe 
canning, freezing, and processing 
of sea foods, he continued. 

"Some people hope the cheinlcal 
industry will grow because we.have 
all the raw materials and cheap 
^wer," Mr. BJarnson pointed out.

Christianity 
In Scotland 
Lecture Topic 

Dr. Stanford Reid 
Addresses Group 
On Early History 

"The coming of Christianity to 
Scotland was the . most, inaport- 
ant factor in the whole of Scot- 
tish history" staled Dr. W. Stan- 
ford' Reid of 'the History Dc- 
partnicnf,.al the first of a series 
of weekly lectiircs held yester- 
day at i p.m. in room 39 of the 
Arts building. . The first of a 
scries of si.\ under the title of 
"Highlights of Scottish His- 
tory", each of these lectures will 
last one and a half hours and 
arc open to the' general piiblic, 
as well as the students. 

Dr. Reid opened the lecture with 
a discussion of the. national and 
racial groups that made ' up '.pre- 
Christian Scotland. ' He described 
separately four- main groups,' each 
of-which was scattered in four de- 
finite geographical areas, the war- 
like Picts who' originated from a 
larger . Celtic group, the . Britons 
who had originally inhabited the 
whole British Isles, a groupi which 
immigrated from Ireland and were 
called Scotia and lastly a .Teutonic 
element, 'the Angles. Most of these 
groups settled down ai loosely fed- 
crated tribes fighting amongst 
themselves or against the ' fiercer 
PicU. 

The rellgion at this' period was 
organized on much the same basis 
as that of the North- American In 
dlans. Each tribes had its Druids or 
medicine men wHo performed aug- 
uries. White horses were used in 
foretelling eyenta. Thus it was 
mostly a mâiieal- réliglon. 

The first historical contact with 
Scotland! »PP««rti'i during the 
Roman, oçcupatl^ . of England in 
40 A.D. when- the Romans tried in 
vain to repel the Caledonians, who 
coming down from the north con- 
tinually raided south into England. 
AgriculK marched north and 
fought a number .of battles but was 
alwàya unsuccessful since the Cale- 
donians would disappear mysteri- 
ously when the odds were against 
them. TTie Roman general built a 
wall to .protect the people against

Mathematicians 
Discuss Rockets 

Problems of Travel 
To Planets Outlined 
By Fred Hurter 

Fred Hurter gave a brief outline 
of the history, use and study ' of 
rockeU at a meeting of the Junior 
Mathematical rciiib held yesterday 
in room 37 of the Engineering 
building at S p.m. 
. On the subject of "The Math- 
ematics of .Space", the speaker who 
is president of the Canadian Roc- 
ket Society:; pointed out' that roc- 
kets have'"i)èeh' in use for hun- 
dreds ot years. Ha then gave a 
brief mathematical explanation of 
the principles on which rockets 
work. After explaining what woiiid 
be required -of a rocket to travel 
to other planets, he compared the 
requirements with present devel- 
opments. 

The conclusion he reached was 
that the main obstacle at present 
is the- development of .a metal 
whleh could stand- up under the 
heat of rocket blasts for 10 min- 
utes ot steady tiring required to 
lift the rocket from the surface 
of the earth and set It In an orbit 
which would allow it to coast 
until it arrived at its .desUnalion. 
At present no rocket will last three 
minutes with the .fuels, necessary 
for space travelling. 
' The speaker ' - dlKussed other 
problems involved in -qiiaee; flight 
among, them the -supplies of food, 
water and air to be taken along.

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Germany After the War 

{The Jollowing editorial on a subject of great 
contemporary importance is reprinted from The 
Manitobah.) 

The campus entertained a debating team 
from the University of Britisli Columbia on 
Friday, meeting a team from Manitoba in tlie 
McGoun Tropliy competition. The topio of the 
debate was "Resolved that a tolerant attitude 
be adopted towards post-war Germany." The 
judges decided that the negative side of the 
argument, that a tolerant idea should not be 
adopted, had won. There is reason to argue, 
not with their decision as applied specifically 
to the debate, but in considering thii whole idea 
of a post-war Germany, and our treatment of 
a defeated Germany. 

The argument against tolerant treatment 
usually follop the same general lines. The Ger 
mans have brought war to the whole world three 
times in seventy-five years. They have ftp 
pared systematically for war, year after year. 
Ko sooner have they been defeated, than they 
begin to lay the groundwork of their new mili- 
tary machine. Each time, when they go to war, 
they fight it a little more savagely than the last 
time. This time we must defeat her first, and 
then make certain that Germany shall never 
again be able to wage war. All this to be accom 
plishcd by anything but tolerance, for the Ger- 
mans do not deserve tolerance. 

The visiting debaters made great play of the 
stupidity of tolerating the Germqn Genera 
Staff, or the Nazi educational ideas, and equally 
abhorrent institutions and ideas. This is the 
idea génerally put forth by the blood-and 
thunder school of Gêrman treatment. The fall- 
acy lies in this. Those that arguo for a tolerant 
treatment assume that unconditional surrender, 
the only terms on which the United Nations wil 
end the war, means certain^things. First, that 
the German General Staff' andTlîé German army 
shall be no more. Second, that the Nazi body 
politic will cease to be. Third, that Nazi 
methods, ideas, and principles will be forever 
banished from not oijly Germany, but all of the 
occupied countries. What will be left will be a 
thoroughly defeated country, whose people wil 
have to share with its leaders in any accusation 
of war guilt. It will be made clear to them that 
the world will no longer tolerate any more Hit 
lers and Himmlers and Nazi Parlies. That Ger 
many will. Have to be under strict supervision 
and control, until the world is satisfied that it 
has been scourged clean of the Nazi virus, anc 
that it is capable of leading a democratic life, 
in harmony with all the other nations of the 
world. Hence the argument for tolerance means 
only that wo bo tolerant of the country , and its 
ijlieople . dturing this transitional périod from a 
'^warf^isychol'ogy to a peace psychology, from a 
dictatorship motif to a democratic motif. "We 
shall have to provide the ways and the means 
to make, this transition successfully; and we 
shall have to be tolerant of their backwardness 
arid difficulty in taking advantage of our help. 

It is easy to be carried away on thinking 
over treatnient of Germany after the war. Ope 
needs only think back on the German e.xtermin- 
atjon camps at Maidenek and Lublin to realize 
^«t|^Mtio measures will be néeded. And it is 
eaéy.^wè realize, to allow thoughts like these to 
blind us to the real problem. This is not a ques- 
tion of getting even by being even more severe 
and brutal than thè Nazis; it is a question of 
weaning the German nation ^way from their 
long diet of force, repression, and savagery. We 
cannot do this by introducing more of the same. 
It is a question, as. Mr. Williamsoil said, of 
making certain that while we perform a success- 
ful operation, we do not kill the patient.

Potsdam, N.Y. (Special to The 
Daily)— Clarkson College of Tech- 
nology was founded' in 1885 by 
Frederica, Lavlnia and Elizabeth 
Clarkson as a memorial to their 
brother, Thomas S. Clarkson. It 
was chartered March 19. 1BB9 by 
the Regents of the University of 
the State of New York and its 
doors were opened to students in 
September of that year. 

The motto of the college is "A 
Workman That Necdcth Not To Be 
Ashamed." The regular courses ex- 
tend over a period of eight terms 
and comprise instruction an lang- 
uage and literature, the appHed and 
economic sciences, engineering 
and technology. 

Various Degree* 

The degrees of Bachelor 'of 
Civil, Chemical, Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineering are given 
upon completion of the eight term 
course in undergraduate study. In 
addition the degrees of Bachelor 
of Science in Cbemlstry/and Bach- 
elor of Business Administration are 
granted to students completing 
courses in those subjects. 

At present there are six sep 
arate departments giving work 
that lead to a degree: electrleal 



engineering (founded 1896), mech- 
anical engineering (founded 1807), 
civil engineering (founded 1808), 
chemical engineering (foimded 
1904), business administration 
(founded 1924) and chemistry 
(founded 1930). An industrial en 
gineering option Is offered by the 
department of mechanical engin- 
eering. 

Clarskon College of Technology 
is accredited by the Engineering 
Couneil of Professional Develop- 
ment, and by the Middle States As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

Campus Buildinis 
Tlie campus hulldings are group- 
ed around the original Potsdam 
red sandstone building erected in 
1896 to house the first classes, and 
now known as the Main Building. 
Other buildings in the group are, 
the administration building, the 
surveying building, the physics 
building, the .chemical engineering 
building and Alumni Gymnasium 
The college owns considerable 
other property In the village in 
eluding the President's Home, the 
Clarkson estate, Snell Athletic 
Field, the Hockey arena, and Hoi- 
crofts and Woodsfocic cooperative 
hoiises.

li^illl-the Romans withdrew 
lMt>^hg'tlie people In the south' to 
the 'mer6y of nomad raiders. But 
before the Romans had left the 
first missionaries had already ap 
peared. Most Important among 
tHese was Ninian who built 
church made out of stone .in the 
vicinity of Wblgtown. The in^ 
habitants, the majority of which 
were plralcs, were greatly Impress 
ed for they had never seen a house 
constructed of stone and they call- 
ed this "The White House.". Two 
crosses set up as lombstories on 
which are given the names of Ro- 
man priests -are among the re- 
mains of early Christianity. 

The next important missionary 
to make bis appearance was Ken- 
tigern, a Briton, who established 
a monastic settlement iii what is 
today called Glasgow. There arc 
a great many myths surrounding 
. his birth but . he was probably 
born around 520. In the course 
of his lifetime he performed a 
great many miracles but due to his 
opposition to the Drdids hie was 
forced to move down Into Wales 
where he remained until 573. At 
this time there was a battle over 
the^po8ies»lqa^.ofithei..crownj.and 



since the Christian fcrces eventu- 
ally won, Kcntigern was permitted 
to return. He died at the age of 
187. • 

The first missions were failures 
since they had Utile support, were 
established among a lawless, war- 
like people and depended on 
political aid. When we look for the 
first traces of ScoUish Christianity 
we must turn to Ireland. Here it 
was properly introduced by French 
and Spanish traders. Before 350 
A.D. an Irishman had held a pod 
tlon as Bishop and a lively Irish 
Christian, Palledlus, had been dis- 
patched by the Pope to' spread 
Christianity in Ireland 

Patrick was the most influential 
of the early Irish missionaries. His 
origin' is rather dubious ' although 
historically he is taken to be Welsh. 
He was captured at the age of II 
by Irish pirates and shanghled to 
Ireland where he first came into 
contact with Christianity. He es 
caped, got aboard a trading ship 
and eventually reached . .France. 
Here his activities are rather un- 
certain. A few years later he at 
peared back in Wales where he ob 
taincd a vision in which be was told 
to return to Ireland in order to spread 
the Christian gospel. He crossed the. 
Irish sea and Inunedlately started 
his \york. A man of much force of 
character, he has established Chris- 
tianity in Ireland and must also be 
'accredited as the founder of Scot- 
tlsh Christianity., A tribal religion, 
it was formed on monastic tnsUtu 
tlons which dominated the whole 
scene in Ireland during the sixth 
century. The speciality . of these

Dr. Reld showed the audience one 
of these books, a manuscript con- 
taining fine and beautiful work. 

Colomba; an important Scottish 
missionary, was bom In 521. He re- 
signed the right to the Irish crown 
in 'order to .eiiter the church al- 
though he never gave up the atti- 
tude of a wild tribal leader. He 
studied In various monastic schools 
atvil became involved In a fierce 
quarrel wheri he ' copied Finlan's 
gospel and ; claimed .. it as hii own. 
As a result' lie^wals exiled from 
Ireland but before he left he estab- 
lished four monastries. Together 
with 12 men he s^led to the Island 
of Hy, now known as lona, and in 
562 set up a small church surround- 
ed by little wooden huts. 

This became the centre of Scot- 
tish' Christianity. Colomba was 
neither a Roman Catholic nor a 
Presbyterian but an Irish Christ' 
ian. An astute politician ,he wanted 
a ' strong king and in 574 he ap 
pointed Aldan as king of the Scots. 
He is responsible for the unifica- 
tion 'of Scotla'nd and for putting it 
on the map as a political entity. In 
307 Colomba died at, the age of 75. 
He had succeeded ; in. obtaining in- 
dependence for' the Irish Scots, was 
thé first great figure in Scottish 
history and laid the foundation for 
the Scottish church. Henceforth the 
religion spread. There was a con' 
trovérsy over the Roman and nat- 
ive: elements of the church, over 
which à trial was ca'rrlcd. Dr. Rcid 
read Bcbes account of this trial 
which decided in favour of the 
Romaa usages. Scottish Christianity 
virtually, disappeared. 

In closing Dr. Reid pointed out 
the weaknesses and importance of 
the early Scottish church. As a 
merely tribal element dependent on 
a pastural existence, it did not 
carry much support and was •yen' 
unstable. , However,' the speaker 
empMaslzed that this church was 
the' force that llfited Scotland out 
of paganism and brought it into the 
realm of European history for the 
first time. It laid the basis fot a 
United -Kingdom, established a 
religious uniformity and created a 
tradlUon of independence ' bioth of 
Rome and England. ■ •

Dr. Davis observed that many 
persons were surprised at the stand 
that the Russians made at the start 
of this war. This was due.largely to 
the excessive ' criticism of that 
country made by correspondents 
who had spent ' a' short while in 
Russia who had compared the life 
there with our own' in America. 
This tended to give a false imprei^ 
sion to the American public. Dr. 
Davis stressed that trust, sympathy 
and patience were needed to create 
a better understanding between 
Russia and the rèst of the world, 

While discussing' the resistance of 
the Russians in the fight against 
the Germans. Dr. Davis stated thai 
this was due to several factors. Due 
to his education, the Russian sol- 
dier was now more alert and ef- 
ficient. He ascribed the fierceness 
of the flgbUng to the ifact Uiat 
there were very' few families who 
were . not affected b]r the àtrocl 
ties of the Germana. He also ex 
pressed the opinion that the gueril 
las had bten extremely effective 
in bringing' about the defeat of 
the Germans. 
' Dr. ' Davis stressed' that .'we will 
win the peace only through the 
cooperation of Britain, U.S A., and 
the U.S.S.R.
